IONDON.  April  14  <CP). — Russian  armies  of  the  Ukraine 
have  torn  a gaping  hole  in  the  German  line  twenty-five 
milas  north  of  Kharkov,  and  are  plunging  forward  in  what 
may  be  an  enveloping  manoeuvre  against  the  gTest  steel-pro- 
ducing centre,  Stockholm  advices  reported  tonight 

The  break-through  was  reportsd  achieved  by  Marshal 
Semeon  Timoshenko's  forces  south  of  Belgorod,  strategic  rail 
junction  forty-five  miles  northwest  of  Kharkov. 

The  Germans  themselves  admitted  Russian  assaults  wera 
continuing  in  ths  south,  chiefly  in  the  Donets  Basin,  and  that  a 
tank-led  force  of  some  90.000  Red  troops  had  launched  a new 
and  violent  attack  on  the  central  front  west  of  Moscow.

aboard. 

The  twin-engined  craft,  which  had  a normal  carrying 
capacity  of  seven  men,  was  piloted  by  Ensign  Francis  E. 
Pintfcr,  twenty-eight,  who  continued  his  hunt  for  enemy 
submarines  while  performing  the  hazardous  rescue  mis- 
sion.

Naval  observer*  here  were  quick  to 
note  that  the  new  commander- bi- 
chief  of  the  Pacific  Fleet.  Admiral 
Cheater  W.  NlmlUs.  was  an  old  pig- 
boat  man.  and  that  the  Increase 
of  submarine  successes  has  been 
mounting  alnoe  he  supplanted  Ad- 
miral Husband  E-  Klmmel.  The 
Japanese  radio  haa  been  eloquent  in 
Implied  tribute  to  Ntmltlx’x  ability  aa 
an  undersea*  raider 

On  several  occasions  Toklo  has 
broadcast  warnings  of  American 
submarine*  In  Japanese  waters  and 
the  poMiblllty  of  raids  on  coastal 
areas. 

The  unofficial  compilation  of  the 

toll  taken  by  American  submarines 
was  made  after  the  navy  disclosed 
details  of  the  8eawoif's  highly  suc- 
cessful cruise.  It  showed  that  of 
91&  enemy  vessels  sunk,  probably 
sunk  or  damaged,  submarines  op- 
erating from  the  Indian  Ocean  to 
the  very  Japanese  coast  have  been 
credited  with  thirty-six  sinkings, 
twelve  probable  sinkings  and  ten 
attacks  which  resulted  In  damage  to 
the  enemy. 

The  sea  wolf  was  credited -with  the 
Largest  number  of  successful  attacks 
known  to  have  been  made  by  a single 
American  undersea  raider.

In  that  period  of 
possibly  forty  days  or  more  the  sub 
sank  a Japanese  light  cruiser,  a 
destroyer  and  a large  transport  and 
damaged  two  light  cruisers,  a large 
transport  and  an  unidentified  ship 
—seven  ships  in  all.
